The 
instrument contains <t block on which 
is printed "Antonious Stradivarius, 
Cremonia, Faciebat Anno 1716," and 
contains the Stradivarius mark of a 
circle in which is a cross and the in- 
itials' "A. S." There are said to be 
less than 500 real Stradivarius violins 
in existence and less than 200 in Am- 
erica. Recent sales of real "Strads" 
have brot from $5000 to $20,000. Mr. 
Straley will consult experts t0 deter- 
mine whether his instrument is gen- 
uine. The violin is in excellent con- 
dition. 


Stradivarius was a famous violin 


maker in Italy, being born in 1650 and 
dying in 1735. Mr. Straley's instru- 
ment may prove to be one of the big- 
gest finds in antiques ever made in

There are said to be 


over 2000 fake "Strad" violins, but the 
sweetness ot* tone or a real Slradiva- 
rius cannot be imitated.

Hair a,nd Ravelinga Drawn From Old 


Hose Best to Use in Mak- 


ing Repairs. 


Darning wool is so different la qual- 


Ity from the silk used in silk stockings 
that it shows clearly \\ hen it is used 
to darn stockings. For the same 
son silk thread will not do. The best 
tilings to use, w rites a correspondent, 
are hair and ravelings drawn from an 
old silk t-tockine. The longest ravel- 
ing that can be drawn from the woof of 
a stocking is only eight or nine inches 
long, so if there is much work to do 
you will probably have to rethread 
the needle a good many times. 


If the run is in the leg of the stock- 


ing, place it over n piece of glazed pa- 
per or rather thin cardboard. 
When 


you darn hold the section In 
without stretching or pulling It; ot\ 
tack it in place without stretching o^ 
pulling it; or tuck it in place with a 
few stitches. If the run is iu the foot, 
use a darning 


To darn a narrow run turn the stock- 


ing wrong side out, thread a fine, long 
needle with u suitable raveling, mois- 
ten your fingers, pass them along the 
ru\ cling to straighten it and then 
catch up all the several loops before, 
they can ravel further. Then put la 
the number of \\urp threads that are 
missing; if necessary use one or two ex- 
tra ones HO as to cover the space well. 
Make the rows straight and keep thei 
spaces even. When you have put In 
all the wnrp threads turn the stocking; 
right side out and thread the needlQ 
again. 
This time use a hair, with 


end passed 
through the eye of a 


needle. Darn iu the woof threads and 
run the woof darning half an inch 
above and half an inch below the- edges 
of the run. Since the bulr will break 
If It Is drawn too tight and the ravel- 
Ing will shrink, anyway, leave both of 
them loose at the turnings, but draw, 
them smooth everywhere else. 


When one missing wurp thread has 


formed u run turn tho .stocking wrong 
side out, place the edges of the run, 
together and join them with a row of 
machine stitching. This will take up 
tlie broken part. Then turn the Stock" 
ing right side out and with a raveling 
or u hair .sew to H the extra material 
turned in so that only u flat seam re- 
mains. It will show, but It will be 
strong and neat.

The formula for fhe preparation of 


the poisoned sirup Is as follows: One 
pound of sugar dissolved In a quart of 
water, to which should be added 125 
grains of arsenate of soda. The mix- 
ture should be boiled and strained and, 
on cooling, used on sponges. The ad- 
dition of a small amount of honey Is 
said to add to the attractiveness. This 
method of control has been tested by 
the bureau of entomology for three 
years and has given very satisfactory 
results.

port success~with it 


There are several common species of 


ants that get into houses if they find 
attractive food, as well as the distinct 
house-Inhabiting ants, such as the lit- 
tle red, or Pharaoh's ant. Some of 
these are naturally- lawn ants and have 
a colony or nest out-of-doors near the 
house. 


The first step, therefore, in the con- 


trol of ants in the house, is the re- 
moval of all attractive substances 
wherever practical. Ants like sweet, 
starchy 
food 
materials, 
especially 


cake, bread, sugar, preserves, sirups, 
and 
even meat. 
By cleaning up 


promptly all food crumbs scattered by 
children, keeping all shelves and cor- 
ners clean, and storing food supplies 
in ant-proof glass or tin containers, or 
in tightly closed ice-boxes, the ant 
nuisance 
may be largely 
limited. 


Daily supplies only of foods likely to 
attract ants should be purchased. 


Entomologists 
of the 
department 


have found that most of the repellents 
considered effective, such as camphor 
and naphthalene flakes or powdered 
mothballs, are of little benefit. If the 
nest of the ants can be located by fol- 
lowing the workers back to their 
point of disappearance, a number of 
the ants in the nest may sometimes be 
reached by injecting a little dlsulphid 
or carbon, kerosene or gasoline into 
the opening by means of an oil can or 
small syringe. These substances are 
Inflammable and should never be used 
near fire. If food and other conditions 
continue to attract ants and favor 
their continued breeding in the house, 
such control measures are of only tem- 
porary avail. 


The collection of ants by the use of 


attractive baits Is frequently recom- 
mended, but unless the bait is poi- 
soned, as previously described, it is 
of 
doubtful benefit Small sponges 


moistened with sweetened water will 
attract many ants. The sponges can 
bo collected several times a day and 
the ants swarming on them destroyed 
by immersion in hot water. The use 
of sponges moistened with borax and 
sugar dissolved in boiling water to 
poison the ants is also sometimes rec- 
ommended, but has not been found ef- 
fective. 
The distribution of sweet 


baits which do not actually kill the 
ants often results in increasing their 
numbers. 


SUGARLESS CANNING 


All fruits may be canned suc- 


cessfully for future use without 
the. use of sugar, by adding hot 
water, or, better still, hot, fruit 
juice Instead of hot sirups, the 
United States Department 
of 


Agricultuure 
finds. 
Hot-water 


products can hardly be expected 
to be as good, either In texture 
or in flavor*, as are those canned 
in sirup. But fruits canned in 
their own juices are often high- 
ly satisfactory for jelly making, 
pie nlling, salads and other uses, 
particularly if they are very ripe 
and 
sweet. 
For 
Instance, 


peaches, naturally high in sugar 
content, 
may seem as sweet 


when canned without sugar as 
do acid peaches canned in a 40 
per cent sirup.

We are today entering upon a six 


months' course of study in the Gospel 
of Luke, whose general subject 
is 


"Jesus the World's Savior." 
Today's 


lesson concerns the birth of John the 
Baptist, the forerunner of Christ. 


I. The Parents of John the Baptist 


(vv. 0-7). 


J. When They Lived (v. 5). "In the 


days of Herod the King." They lived 
in a day when ungodliness was rife. 
The priesthood was very corrupt and 
the ruling classes were wicked. Zach- 
arias, and his wife lived in a time 
'•wh'eirit was not so easy to be godly. 


;2.-Their Character 
(v. C). 
They 


were1 r|ghteous before God. 
To be 


righteous before God is a high tribute. 
.Many appear to be righteous before 
rafen who are not righteous before God. 
Their lives were so mated that they 
walked in the commandments of the 
Lord blameless. 
How beautiful it Is 


when husband and wife are united In 
the Lord and walk together in fellow- 
ship with God. 


3. They 
Were 
Childless 
(v. 
7). 


Though this godly couple were well 
mated and they possessed the joy of 
the Lord in their souls, there was a 
real lack in that home. 


II. The Birth of John Promised (vv. 


8-17). 


1. By Whom (v. 11 ; cf. v. 19). 
The 


angel 
Gabriel 
appeared 
and made 


known the good news to Zacharias. 
This .exalted being, the special mes- 
senger of God, was sent to make this 
disclosure. 


2. When (vv. 8-14). 
While officiat- 


ing as priest this good news came to 
him. 
Zacharias must have been'defi- 


nitely praying about this very matter 
(v. 13). 
As he burned incense, which 


typified prayer, the multitude without 
were praying. 


3. Characteristics of the Child (vv. 


15-17). (1) Shall be great in the sight 
of the Lord (v. 15). 
Though the 


people did not greatly esteem him he 
was highly esteemed by the Lord. Tin's 
is infinitely better than if he had been 
greatly esteemed In the eyes of men 
or in his own eyes. This is the esteem 
for which we all should long and pray. 
(2) 
Shall drink neither wine nor 


strong drink (v. 15). The child shall 
become a Nazarite, separating him- 
self from the sensuous things and ded- 
icating himself to the service of the 
Lord. (3) Be filled -with the Holy 
Ghost (v. 1.1). The energy of the di- 
vine Spirit would enable him to lead 
tbe people to repentance 
(v. 10). 


(4) Shall go in the spirit and power 
of Elijah (v. 17). In this power he 
was to prepare the people for the 
coming of the Savior and the salva- 
tion which He was to bring. 


III. Zacharias Asking for a Sign 


(vv. 18-23). 


Although the aged priest was ear- 


nestly praying for the salvation of 
Israel the gracious promise of the 
angel, which was the beginning of that 
salvation, staggered his faith. He was 
unable to believe that that for which 
he "fondly hoped and prayed would be 
realized. The angel gave Zacharias a 
sign. He was smitten with dumbness 
which was to .continuf until the ful- 
fillment of the promise. 
Because he 


refused to praise God in faith for thi£ 
gracious promise God caused 
his 


tongue to be silent until the promise 
was fulfilled and his lips could open 
in thanksgiving and praise. 
Though 


he was thus rebuked, at the same time 
his faith was strengthened by the 
manifestation 
of 
the 
supernatural. 


God wants us to trust Him, to believe 
his promises, no matter how contrary 
to reason they may seem. 


IV. The Promise Fulfilled (vv. 57- 


63). 


When the time came for the birth 


of John, Elizabeth brought forth a son 
and the neighbors rejoiced with her. 
On the eighth day they circumcized 
the child and gave him a name accord- 
ing to the instruction of the angel 
(v. 13). The name John was contrary 
to the family custom. 
By means of 


writing Zacharias made known the 
name which he would have by divine 
instruction. 
At this time God opened 


the mouth of Zacharias and he offered 
up praise.

HOW TO DARN THE STOCKINGS 


Hair ^nd Ravellngs Drawn From Old 
Hose Best to Use In Mak- 
ing Repairs. 


Dandng wool is so dliterent In qual- 
ity from the silk used in Bilk stockin^rf 
that it shows clearly when It Is »i^fd 
to darn stockings. 
For tho same 
r% fi- 
son silk thread will not do. 
Tho ix-st 
things to use, writes a correspond« nt, 
aro hair and ravellngs drawn from 
old silk stocking. 
The longest rnw»i- 
Ing that can bo drawn from the WO<»T of 
a stocking Is only eight or nine in 
long, so if there Is much work to lo 
you will probably have to rethr • ad 
tho needle a good many times. 


If tho run la In tho leg of the si Hik- 
ing. placo It over a piece of gla:;cd pa- 
per or rathor thin cardboard. 
ht-a 
you darn hold tho section In placi^ 
without 
stretching or pulling it, of) 
tack U In place without stretchini; of 
pulling It; or tack it In placo with a 
few stitches. 
If the run Is In the i'».>t, 
use a darning egg. 


To darn a narrow run turn tlio st'»- k- 
ing wrong side out, thread a fine, Umi» 
needle with a suitable raveling, ni'>i8- 
ten your fingers, pass them along tha 
raveling 
to 
straighten 
It 
and 
tlu»n 
catch up all the several loops boft»rQ 
they can ravel further. 
Then put in 
tho number of warp threads that aro 
missing; if necessary use one or two ex- 
tra ones so as to cover tho space 
Mako the rows straight and keep tha 
spaces even. 
When you havo put la 
all tho wail) threads turn the stock itji^ 
right side out and thread the ne»'dl6 
again. 
This time use a hair, with tha 
end 
passed 
through 
tho 
eyo ot* a 
needle. 
Darn In the woof threads und 
run the woof darning half 
an iu»h 
above and half an Inch below tho edge's 
of the run. 
Since tho hair will brralt 
if it is drawn too tlgiit and tho ravel- 
ing will shrink, anyway, loavo both of 
them loose at the turnings, but draw 
them smooth everywhere else. 


When one missing warp thread haij 
formed a run turn the stocking wr«>ni5 
sldo out, place the edges of tho n m 
together and join them with a row of 
machine stitching. 
This will take up 
tho broken part. 
Then turn tho Bt*>* k- 
ing right side out and with a ravelini» 
or a hair .sew to it the extra material 
turned in so that only a flat scam re* 
mains.

will 
show, but It will bo 
(strong and neat.

are all factors affecting the final cost 
of the homemade loaf of bread. 


Loaf Costs 7 1-3 Cents. 


In case of a batch of five loaves for 
which materials were bought in small 
quantities and which were baked in an 
uninsulated gas oven when gas cost 
$1.20 a thousand feet, a single pound 
loaf was found to cost seven and one- 
tliird cents.

yeast. 
Milk was not used In the for- 
mula tested and would have increased 
the cost of tile bread.

An efiîclent remedy for housohold 
ants, according to the bureau ol' en- 
tomology of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is sirup poisoned 
with arsenate of soda, If It can be used 
safely. 
The 
greatest 
precautions 
should 
be 
taken 
In 
preparing 
this 
sirup and 
In safeguarding It after- 
wards from human beings or domestic 
animals. 
Ants will carry the mixture 
to their nests, so that not only they 
but the stay-at-homes are reached by 
the poison. 


The formula for the preparation of 
the poisoned sirup Is as follows: One 
pound of sugar dissolved In a quart of 
water, to which should be added 125 
grains of arsenate of soda. 
The mix- 
ture should be boiled and strained and, 
on cooling, used on sponges. 
The ad- 
dition of a small amount of honey Is 
said to add to the attractiveness. This 
method of control has been tested by 
the bureau 
of entomology for three 
years and has given very satisfactory 
results. 
Persons 
professionally 
en- 
gaged In insect extermination also re- 
port success~with it. 


There are several common species of 
ants that get Into houses if they find 
attractive food, as well as the distinct 
house-Inhabiting ants, such as the lit- 
tle red, or Pharaoh's ant. Some of 
these are naturally l(iwn ants and have 
a colony or nest out-of-doors near the 
house. 


The first step, therefore, In the con- 
trol of ants in the house, is the re- 
moval 
of 
all 
attractive 
substances 
wherever practical. 
Ants like sweet, 
starchy 
food 
materials, 
especially 
cake, bread, sugar, preserves, sirups, 
and 
even 
meat. 
By 
cleaning 
up 
promptly all food crumbs scattered by 
children, keeping all shelves and cor- 
ners clean, and storing food supplies 
In ant-proof glass or tin containers, or 
in tightly closed ice-boxes, 
the 
ant 
nuisance 
may 
be 
largely 
limited. 
Daily supplies only of foods likely to 
attract ants should be purchased. 


Entomologists 
of 
the 
department 
have found that most of the repellents 
considered effective, such as camphor 
and naphthalene 
flakes 
or powdered 
mothballs, are of little benefit. 
If the 
nest of the ants can be located by fol- 
lowing 
the 
workers 
back 
to 
their 
point of disappearance, a number of 
the ants In the nest may sometimes be 
reached by Injecting a little disulphid 
or carbon, kerosene or gasoline Into 
the opening by means of an oil can or 
small syringe. 
These substances are 
inflammable and should never be used 
near fire. If food and other conditions 
continue to 
attract 
ants and 
favor 
their continued breeding in the house, 
such control measures are of only tem- 
porary avail. 


The collection of ants by the use of 
attractive baits Is frequently recom- 
mended, but unless the bait Is poi- 
soned, as previously described, it Is 
of 
doubtful 
benefit. 
Small 
sponges 
moistened with sweetened water will 
attract many ants. 
The sponges can 
bo collected several times a day and 
the ants swarming on them destroyed 
by immersion In hot water. 
The use 
of sponges moistened with borax and 
sugar dissolved in boiling water 
to 
poison tlie ants Is also sometimes rec- 
ommended, but has not been found ef- 
fective, 
The 
distribution 
of 
sweet 
baits which do not actually kill the 
ants often results In increasing their 
numbers.

days of Herod the King."

in a day when ungodliness was rife. 
The priesthood Avas very corrupt and 
the ruling classes were wiclced. 
Zach- 
arias and his wife lived in a time 
wheri*'it was not so easy to be godly. 


2. Their 
Character 
(v. 6). 
They 
, were' righteous before God. 
To be 


righteous before God is a high tribute. 
Many appear to be i-ighteous before 
men who are not righteous before God. 
Their lives were so mated that they 
walked in the commandments of the 
Lord blameless. 
How beautiful it is 
wlien husband and Avife are united in 
the Lord and walk together in fellow- 
ship with God. 


3. They 
Were 
Childless 
(v. 
7). 
Though this godly couple were well 
mated and they possessed the joy of 
the Lord in their souls, there was a 
real lack in that home. 


II. The Birth of John Promised (vv. 
8-17). 


1. By Whom (v. 11; ct v. 19). 
The 
angel 
Gabriel 
appeared 
and 
made 
known the good news to Zacharias. 
This , exalted being, the special mes- 
sengerxof God, was sent to make this 
disclosure. 


2. When (vv. S-14). 
While officiat- 
ing as priest this good news came to 
him. 
Zacharias must have been* defi- 
nitely praying about this very matter 
(v. 13). 
As he burned incense, which 
typified prayer, the multitude without 
were praying. 


3. Characteristics of the Child (vv. 
15-17). 
(1) Shall be great in the sight 
of the Lord 
(v. 15). 
Though 
the 
people did not greatly esteem him he 
was highly esteemed by the Lord. Tliis 
is infinitely better than If he had been 
greatly esteemed in the eyes of men 
or in his own eyes. This is the esteem 
for which we all should long and pray. 
(2) 
Shall 
drink 
neither 
wine 
nor 
strong drink (v. 15). 
The child shall 
become a Nazarite, separating him- 
self from the sensuous things and ded- 
icating himself to the service of the 
Lord. 
(3) 
Be filled «with the Holy 
Ghost (v. 15). 
The energy of the di- 
vine Spirit would enable him to lead 
the 
people 
to 
repentance 
(v. 
10). 
(4) Shall go in the siiirit and power 
of Elijah (v. 17). 
In this power he 
was to prepare the people for the 
coming of the Savior and the salva- 
tion which He was to bring. 


III. Zacharias 
Asking 
for 
a 
Sign 
(vv. 18-23). 


Although the aged priest was ear- 
nestly praying for the salvation of 
Israel 
the gracious promise of 
the 
angel, which was the beginning of that 
salvation, staggered his faith. He was 
unable to believe that that for which 
he fondly hoped and prayed would be 
realized. The angel gave Zacharias a 
sign. He was smitten with dumbness 
which was to ,continu^ until the ful- 
fillment 
of tJie promise. 
Because he 
refused to praise God in faith for thi^ 
gracious 
promise 
God 
caused 
his 
tongue to be silent until the promise 
.was fulfilled and his lips could open 
in thanksgiving and praise. 
Though 
he was thus rebuked, at the same time 
his faith was strengthened 
by 
the 
ivanifestation 
of 
the 
supernatural. 
God wants us to trust Him, to believe 
his promises, no matter how contrary 
to reason they may seem. 


IV. The 
Promise 
Fulfilled 
(vv, 57- 


c;5). 


When the time came for the birth 
of John, Klizabeth brought forth a son 
and the neighbors rejoiced with her. 
On the elglith day they circumcized 
the child and gave liim a name accord- 
ing to the instruction of the angel 
(v. 13), The name John was contrary 
to the family custom. 
By means of 
•writing jacharlas ínade known 
the 
name which he would have by divine 
instruction. 
At tliis tlm§ God opened 
the mouth of Zacharias and he offered 
up praise.
